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Sanitarium Is 
Subject of Hot 
Word Battle 


Opponents o f the plan to locate a 
tubercular sanitarium in the north¬ 
west part ol Sierra Madre were out in 
force at last night’s meeting of the 
city trustees. They almost took 
the meeting by storm. The dis¬ 
cussion, which was practically all 
on one side, waxed so hot at times 
as to indicate there was little need ol 
staging boxing matches in Sierra 
Madre to provide excitement. 

No sooner had Clerk Dietz complied 
with Chairman Mitchell’s order to 
read the minutes tiian the excitement 
started. It was in the form of a peti¬ 
tion signed by sixty-nine residents, 
protesting against the establishment 
of a sanitarium as proposed on what 
is known as the Ragsdale property. 

Reading of the petition was follow¬ 
ed by oral protests from Mrs. C. J. 
Beers, E. A. Miller, W. J. Lawless, H. 
R. Coit, R. B. Wilson, W. B. Clark, 
Oskar Selling, Miss T. H. Graham, and 
J. A. Osgood. 

Trustee Topping called for the read¬ 
ing of the ordinance prohibiting sani¬ 
tariums in certain portions of the city, 
including that under consideration. He 
and Trustee Sparks insisted the ordin¬ 
ance must be enforced. Mr. Wilson 
said he did not see the use of all the 
discussion, since the ordinance w as 
plain and it was the duty of the city 
authorities to enforce it. 

Chairman Mitchell said it was the 
intention of the city officials to at¬ 
tempt to enforce the ordinance, but 
that eminent attorneys had given 
opinion to the effect that it would not 
be upheld by the courts in a test. He 
said so far no act had been committed 
to afford a basis for the city to bring 
a test. 

The discussion brought out the fact 
that no formal application for a build¬ 
ing permit had been tiled. Attorney 
Baker held that under the terms of the 
building ordinance, a building permit 
for a sanitarium should not be issued 
by the building inspector but should 
be passed upon by the board.

When the National Tuberculosis 
Association was organized in 1904 the 
death rate from tuberculosis in the 
registration area of the United States 
was 200 per 100,000 population. As 
the year 1921 closes the best available 
records indicate that the death rate 
will approach 100 per 100,000. The 
rate has been cut in half. This means 
an annual saving of nearly 100,000 
lives. 

Two Pictures 

A glance at the organized anti-tu¬ 
berculosis work in 1904 and ip 1922 
will largely explain the reason for the 
remarkable decline in the death- rate. 
Then— 

In 1904 the tuberculosis-fighting 
equipment in the entire United States 
consisted of 

About 100 hospitals and sanatoria, 
with an aggregate capacity of 10,000 
beds. 

Less than a half-dozen dispensaries 
and clinics, practically all of them on 
the Atlantic seabord. 

About twenty-five tuberculosis as¬ 
sociations of which not more than five 
had full-time executives or were doing 
any real community work. 

No tuberculosis nurses. 

No open air schools. 

No preventoria. 

No systematic community programs 
for the control of tuberculosis. 

Now—

I of them well equipped community 
agencies. 

1200 tuberculosis associations, in- 
rludhig a well equippc! state associa¬ 
tion in every state and hundreds of 

local associations, with full-time exec¬ 
utives doing a real community work. 

At least 3000 open air schools and 
fresh air classes, with new ones com¬ 
ing into existence every day. 

Over 11,000 public health nurses, of 
whom several thousand are doing tu¬ 
berculosis work exclusively and the re¬ 
mainder are giving considerable at¬ 
tention to the disease. 

Organized community effort in al¬ 
most every section of the country in 
co-operation with federal, state, 
municpal and county governments. 

An Illustration 

A striking illustration of how or¬ 
ganized community effort has resulted 
in the decline of the death rate may 
be witnessed in Framingham, Mass. 
There, on January 1, 1917, the Nation¬ 
al Tuberculosis Association with a 
fund of $100,000, donated by the Met¬ 
ropolitan Life Insurance Company, 
inaugurated an experiment designed 
to show that the death rate from tu¬ 
berculosis could be controlled by the 
proper organization of community 
machinery. 

The average yearly death rate in 
Framington, for the ten-year period 
prior to the beginning of the Demon¬ 
stration was 121 per 10,000 popula¬ 
tion. In five years the death rate has 
40, a reduction of

CAMPAIGN ARE TOLD 


Tuberculosis kills 100,000 people in 
the United States every year, the ma¬ 
jority of whom are workers. Yet tu¬ 
berculosis is a preventable and curable 
disease—preventable if the simple 
rules of healthful living, sufficient 
rest, good food and fresh air are con¬ 
scientiously followed, and curable if 
proper medical treatment of the dis¬ 
ease is begun while it is still in an 
early stage. Tuberculosis kills the 
greatest number of workers during 
the years when men and women 
should be at the height of their earn¬ 
ing power and able to enjoy life to 
their fullest capacity. This disease 
takes three-fifths of its toll during the 
age period of 15 to 44. 

Tuberculosis can be eradicated by 
education. Since 1904, when the first 
feeble attempts at anti-tuberculosis 
work began in this country, the death 
rate from the disease has been cut 
exactly in half. Proper institutional 


Several Sierra Madre people attend¬ 
ed a luncheon meeting Monday noon 
at the Broadway Cafe, where Rudolph 
Spreckels of San Francisco talked o'a 
the subject of the campaign for the 
state water and power act. He said 
the movement started with a nucleus 
of fifty known supporters and closed 
the campaign with 250,000 voters cast¬ 
ing favorable ballots at "the polls.
